AN  ACT 

For  the  protection  of  the  commerce  and  sea- 
men of  the  United  States  against  the  Tripo- 
litan  cruisers. 

WHEREAS  the  Regency  of  Tripoli, 
on  the  coafl  of  Barbary,  has  commenced  a 
predatory  warfare  againft  the  United  States  : 
BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Represents  :ves  of  the  United  States  of  A  me. 
rica,  in  Congress  assembled,  Tu  ;t  it  fhall  be 
lawful  fully  to  equip,  officer,  man,  and  employ 
fuch  of  the  armed  veffels  of  the  United  States 
as  may  be  judged  requifite  by  the  Prefident 
of  the  United  States,  for  protecting  effectual- 
ly the  commerce  and  feamen  thereof  on  the 
Atlantic  Ocean,  "he  Mediterranean  and  ad- 
joining feas. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  the  Prefident  of  the  Uni- 
ted Spates  to  inftrua  the  commanders  of  the 
refpective  public  veflela  aforefaid,  to  fubdue, 
feize  and  make  prize  of  veffels,  goods  and 
effects  belonging  to  tlie  Bey  of  Tripoli,  or  to 
his  fubjects,  and  to  bring  or  fend  the  fame 
into  port,  to  be  proceeded  againft,  and  diflri- 
buted  according  to  law,  and  alio  to  caufe  to 
be  done  ali  fuch  other  a&s  of  precaution  or 
hoftility  as  the  ftate  of  war  will  juftify,  and 
may,  in  his  opinion  require. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on 
the  application  of  the  owners  of  private  armed 
veffels  of  the  United  States,  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States  may  grant  to  them  fpecial 
commiflions,  in  the  form  in  which  he  fhall 
dired,  under  the  feal  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  luch  private  armed  veffels,  when  fo  com- 
miffioned,  (hall  have  the  like  authority  for  fub- 
duing,  feizing,  taking  and  bringing  into  port, 
any  Tripolitan  veffel,  goods,  or  effects,  as  the 
before  mentioned  public  a,  ined  veffels  may  by 
law  have  ;  and  fliall  thereto  be  fubject  to  the 
inltruaions  which  may  be  given  by  the  Pre- 
Geient  of  the  United  States  for  the  regulation] 
of  their  conduct  ;  and  their  commiflions  fit 
be  revocable  at  his  pleafure:  Provided, 
before  any  coinmiffion  fhall  be  granti 
aforefaid,  the  owm-r  or  owners  of  tl 
for  which  the  fame  may  be  requefted,. 
commander  thereof,  for  the  tii 
give  bond  to  the  United  St< 
two  ie!';jorfible  fureties,  not 
veffel,  in  the  prnal  fum  of  fe 
lars  ;  or,  if  fnch  Y,rffel  be  pr 
than  one  hundred  l.kI  fifty  1 
fum  of  fourteen  thoufand 
tion  for  obfervinjr  th 
United  Stat/s,  and  Eb< 

all  damages  and  injuries  which  fhall  be  done,  ] 
contrary  to  the  tenor  thereof,  by  fuch  com-  j 
miflioned  veffel ;  and  for  delivering  up  the 
commiliion,  when  revoked  by  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
any  Tripolitan  veffel,  goods  or  effects,  which 
fhall  be  fo  captured  and  brought  m:o  port  by 
any  private  armed  veffel  of  the  United  States, 
duly  commiffioned,  as  aforefaid,  may  be  ad- 
judged gocd  prize,  and  thereupon  fhall  accrue 
to  the  owners  and  officers  and  men  of  the 
capturing  veffel,  r.nd  Ihall  be  diftributed  ac- 
cording tothe  agreement  wliich  fliall  have  been 
made  between  them,  or,  in  failure  of  fuch 
agreement,  according  to  ihe  difcrction  of  the 
court  having  cognizance  of  the  capture. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  feamen  may  be  engaged  to  ferve  in  the 
navy  of  the  United  States  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  years  ;  but  the  Prefidrnt  may 
difcharge  the  fame  fooner,  if  in  his  judgement, 
their  fei  vices  may  be  difpenfed  with.

AN  ACT 

Extending  the  privilege  of  franking  and  re- 
ceiving letters ,  free  of  postage,  to  any  person 
admitted,  or  to  be  admitted  to  take  a  seat 
in  Congress,  as  a  delegate  ;  and  providing 
a  mptnsation for  such  delegate. 
BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  if  Ame- 
rica, in  Congress  assembled,  That  any  pcrfon 
admitted,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  admitted 
to  take  a  leat  in  Congrefs.  as  a  delegate, fhall 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  ftnding  and  receiving 
letters,  free  of  poftage,  <  n  the  fame  terms, 
and  under  the  fame  reftrictiens,  as  are  provi- 
ded for  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  of  the 
Houfe  of  ReprelVntativesof  the  UnitedStates, 
by  the  act,  entitled  «  An  Act  to  eftablifh 
the  pcit-tffice  of  the  United  States;"  and 
that  every  fuch  delegate  fo  admitted  to  a 
feat,  b",  and  he  is  hereby  amhorifed  to  re- 
ceive, free  of  poftage,  under  the  faid  reftricti- 
ons,  any  letters  directed  to  him,  and  which 
fhall  have  arrived  at  the  feat  ef  government 
prior  to  the  palTage  of  this  act.  And  that 
every  fuch  delegate  fliall  receive  for  his  tra- 
velling expenfes  and  attendance  in  Congrefs, 
the  fame  compenfation  as  is  or  may  be  allowed, 
by  law,  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
Houfe  of  R**prefentives  of  the  United  States, 
to  be  certified  and  paid  in  the  fame  manner.

AN  ACT 

Making  certain  partial  appropriations  for  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two. 

BE  it  enailed  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  of  the  United  States 
af  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That 
the  fum  of  fixty  thoufand  dollars  be,  and  the 
fame  hereby  is  appropriated  towards  defrayiug 
the  expences  of  the  pay  of  the  army,  during 
J  the  ye?r  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  two.

On  Mr.   Breckenridge^s  motion  to  repeal 
ibe  at~l  passed  last  session,  for  a 
new    organization     of  the 
Judiciary  Systex. 

[  Mr.  Morris,  in  continuation'  ] 

In  confidering  the  expediency  I  hope  I  fhall 
be  pardoned  for  aiking  your  attent  ion  to  Tome 
parts  of  the  conftitution,  which  have  not  yet 
been  dwelt  upon,  and  which  tend  toelucidate 
this  part  °f  our  enquiry.  I  agree  fully  with 
the  gentleman  of  every  fection, every  fi-ntencr, 
and  every  word  of  the  conflitution  ought  to  he 
deliberately  weighed  and  examined  ;  nay,  I 
am  content  to  go  along  with  him,  and  give 
its  due  value  and  importance  to  every  (lop 
and  comma. — In  the  beginning  we  find  a  de- 
claration of  the  motives  which  induced  the 
American  people  to  bind  themfelyes  by  this 
compact.  And  in  the  foreground  of  that  de- 
claration we  find  thefe  objects  fpecified  ;  to 
form  a  more  perfect  union,  to  establish  justice 
and  to  insure  domestic  tranquility.  But  how 
are  thefe  objects  effected?  The  people  inten- 
ded to  establish  justice.  What  provifion  have 
they  made   to  fulfil   that  intention  ?  Aft<

blilhed,  the  2d  fecYion  of  the  3d  article  in- 
forms us,  u  The  judicial  power  (hall  extend  to 
all  cafes,  in  law  and  equity,  arifing  underthis 
conftitution,  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
and  treaties  made,  or  which  fhall  be  made  un- 
der their  authority  j  to  all  cafes  affecting  am- 
baffadors,  other  public  minifters  and  confuls; 
to  all  cafes  admiralty  and  maratime  jurifdicti- 
on  ;  to  controverfies  to  which  the  United 
States  fhall  be  a  party ;  to  controverfies  be- 
tween two  or  more  ftates,  between  a  ftate  and 
citizens  of  another  ftate,  between  citizens  of 
different  ftates,  between  citizens  of  fame  ftate 
claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  ftates, 
and  between  a  ftate,  or  the  citizens  thereof, 
and  foreign  ftates,  citizens  or  fubjects. 

"  In  all  cafes  affecting  ambafTadors,  other 
public  minifters  and  confuls,  -and  thi-fe  in 
Which  a  ftate  fhall  be  *  a  party,  the  fupreme 
court  fhall  have  original  jurifdiction.  In  all 
the  other  cafes  b-forementioned,  the  fupreme 
court  mall  have  appellate  jurifdiction,  both  as 
to  law  and  fact,  with  fuch  exceptions,  and 
under  fuch  regulations  as  the  Congrefs  fhall 
make."

States  and  private  citir.ens,  between  citizens 
of  different  ftate,  between  citizens  of  the 
fame  ftate  claiming  lands  under  different 
ftatses,  and  between  a  citizen  of  the  Uni- 
ted Stat-s  and  foreign  ftates,  citizens  or  fub- 
-jects.  The  honorable  gentleman  from  Ken- 
tucky, who  made  the  motion  on  your  table,  has 
told  its  that  the  constitution  in  its  judiciary 
psovifions  contnnolatedonly  thofe  cafes  which 
covld  not  be  tried  in  the  ftate  courts.

and  that  great  fecuritv  of  our  Union,  that 
n-ceffary  guard  of  our  trnnouilirv,  be  com- 
pletefv  pxvaliz-d,  if  not  deftrov-d.  Iu  tie* 
■  clarin"-  then  that  thefe  tribunals  shall  exist, 
it  equally  d-rl-»re<!,  that  th?  conrref;  tball 
cid-iin  and  efhblifti  them.  I  f  ir  they  sba'l ; 
this  is  the  evident  intension,  if  not  the  ex- 
prefs  words  of  the  conflitution.  The  con- 
vention in  framing  the  American  people  in 
adopting,  that  compact,  did  not,  could  not 
prefuin",  thlt  the  congrefs  vrouli  omit  to  do, 
whit  they  were  thus  bound  to  do.  TheV 
cortd  not  prefume,  that  th-  lecrifhture,  would 
hefintc  one  mom-nt,  in  eftahlifhing  the  or- 
gans neceffary  to  carry  into  effect  thofe  whole- 
fome,  thofe  important  provifions. 

The  Honorable  member  from  Virginia  has 
given  us  a  hiftory  of  the  judicial  fyftem,  and 
,n  the  courfe  of  i:  has  told  os,  that  the  judg-  L 
cs  cl  the  fupreme  court  knew  when  they  ac-  8 


cepted  their  offices  the  duties  they  Were  to 
perform,  and  the  fabrics  they  were  to  receive. 
He  thence  infers,  that  if  again  called  on  to 
do  the  fame  duties  they  have  no  right  to 
complain.  Agreed.  But  that  is  not  the 
queftion  between  us.  Admitting  that  they 
have  made  a  hard  bargain,  and  that  we  may 
hold  them  to  a  ftritt  performance,  is  it  wife  to 
exact:  their  compliance  to  the  injury  of  our 
(onftituer.ts  ?  We  are  urged  to  go  back  to 
the  old  fyltcm  ;  but  let  us  firft  examine  the 
effeas  cf  that  fyftem.  The  judges  of  the  fu- 
preme court  rode  the  circuits,  and  two  cf 
litem  with  the  affiftance  of  a  diftrict  judge 
held  circuit  courts  and  tried  caufes.  jls 
supreme  court  they  have  in  moft  cafes  onl 
an  appellate  jurifdicticn.  In  the  firft  infianc'e 
therefore  they  tried  a  caufe  fitting  as  an  in- 
ferior court,  and  then  on  appeal  tried  it  over 
again  as  a  supreme  cJttrt.  Thus  U?en  the  ap- 
peal waslh  ni  the  fentenee  of  the  iud  r 
the  judges  therafelves.  But  frfclhat  to 
avoid  this  incoherence,  you  will  incapacitate 
the  two  judges  who  fat  on  the  circuit  from  fit- 
ting in  the  fupreme  court  to  receive  their  own 
decrees.  Strike  them  eff :  and  fuppofc,  either 
the  fame  or  a  contrary  decifion  to  have  been 
made  on  another  circuit  by  two  of  their  bre- 
thren in  a  fimilar  cafe.  For  the  fame  reafon 
vou  ftrikc  them  oft",  and  then  you  have  no 
1  court  left.  Is  this  wife?  Is  it  fafe?  You 
place  yourfelves  iu  a  fituation  where  your  ci- 
tizens muft  be  deprived  of  the  advantage  gi- 
ven to  them  of  a  court  of  appeals,  or  elfe" 
run  the  grcateft  rifque  that  the  decifion  of 
the  firft  court  will  carry  with  it  that  of  the 
other. 

The  fame  honorable  member  has  given  us 
a  hiftory  of  the  law  paffed  the  laft  feffion, 
winch  he  wilhes  now  to  repeal.  That  hiftory 
is  accurate  at  leaft  in  one  important  part  of 
it.  I  believe  that  all  amendments  were  re- 
jected, pertinaciously  rejected  :  and  I  acknow- 
ledge that  I  joined  heartily  in  that  rejection 
It  was  for  the  cleared  reafon  on  earth.  We 
all  perfectly  underftood,  that  to  amend  the  bill 
was  to  destroy  it.  That  if  ever  it  got  back 
to  the  other  houfe,  it  would  perifh.  Thofe, 
therefore,  who  approved  of  the  general  pro- 
vifions of  that  bill,  were  determined  to  adopt 
it.  We  fought  the  practicable  good,  and 
would  not  in  purfuit  of  unattainable  perfecti- 
on, facrifice  that  good  to  the  pride  of  opinion. 
We  took  the  bill,  therefore,  with  its  imper- 
fections, convinced  that  when  it  was  once 
paffed  into  a  law,  it  might  be  eafily  amended. 

We  are  now  told,  that  this  procedure  was 
improper  ;  nay,  that  it  was  indecent.  That 
public  opinion  had  declared  itfelf  againft  us. 
That  a  majority  (holding  different  opinions) 
was  already  chosen  to  the  other  houfe  ;  and 
that  a  fimilar  majority  was  expected  for  that 
in  which  we  fit — Mr.  Prefident,  are  we  then 
to  underftand,  that  oppofition  to  the  majority 
in  the  two  houfes  of  congrefs  is  improper,  is 
indecent?  If  fo — vhat  are  we  to  think  of 
thole  gentlemen,  who  not  only  with  proper 
and  decent,  but  with  laudable  motives,  (for 
fuch  is  their  claim)  fo  long,  fo  perfevering- 
ly,  fo  pertinacioufly,  oppofed  that  voice  of  the 
people,  which  had  fo  repeatedly,  and  for  fo 
many  years,  declared  itfelf  againft  them,  thro' 
the  organ  of  their  representatives  ?  Was 
this  indecent  in  them  ?  If  not,  how  could  it 
be  improper  for  us  to  feize  the  only  moment 
which  was  left  for  the  then  majority  to  do 
what  they  deemed  a  neceffary  act  ?  Let  us 
again  refer  to  thofe  imperious  demands  of  the 
conftitution,  which  called  on  us  to  eftablifti 
inferior  courts.  Let  me  remind  gentlemen 
of  their  affertion  on  this  floor,  that  centuries 
ht  elapfe  before  any  judicial  fvftem  could 
eftablilhed  with  general  confent.  And 
afk,  being:  thus  imprefSed  with  a 
f  the  duty  and  the  difficulty  of  per- 
f  that  arduous  talk,  was  it  not  wife  to 
e  aufpicious  moment  ? 

:he   many  ftigmas  affix-d  to  this 
e  been  told  that  the  Prefident,  in 
n  to  fill  the  offices  which  it  crea- 
and  filled  them  from  the 
ufe.    And  that  but  for  the  in- 
Tcumftanr    a  majority  in  fa- 
not  have  been  found.  Let 
^geftion.     It  is  grounded 
f  rormnt  influence  deriv- 

  bs'ed  on  two\  remote  ^and 

cceffiva  contingencies.    Firft,  the  vacancy^ 
mi^ht  or  might  not  cxift ;  for  it  depended  as 
well  on  the  acceptance  of  another  as  on  the  ; 
D>-efident's  jrrant ;  and  (Vcondly,  the  prefident  , 
might  or  might  not  fill  it  with  a  member  of  j 
this  houf-.    Yet  on  this  vitfue  conje&urc,  on  i 
th's  11  nft able  ground,  it  is  inferred,  that  men  | 
in  hiflfh  confidence  violated  their  dutv.    It  is  ! 
hard  to  deter  nine  the  influence  of  felf  inter-  ; 
-ft  on  the  heart  of  man.    I  fhall  not,  there- 
fore make  the  afempt.    In  the  prefent  cafe  it  j 
'l  poffiSle,  that  the  imputation  may  be  juft, 
but  T  hone  not,  T  believe  not.    At  any  rate 
gentlemen  will  a  Tree  with  me,  that  the  calcu- 
lation is  uncertain  and  the  cenjeeture  vague. 

But  !et  it  now,  for  argument  fake,  be  ad- 
mitted. Saving  a!  way*  the  repu-ation  of  ho- 
norable m?n  who  are  not  here  to  defend  them- 
r  lves.  Let  it  I  fay,  for  argum-nt  fake  be 
admitted,  that  the  gentlemen  alluded  to  act- 
ed under  the  influence  of  improper  motives. 
Whatth-n?  Is  a  law,  that  has  received  the 
varied  aff-nt  required  by  the  conflitution, 
an  I  is  clothed  with  all  the  needful  formalities 
therehv  invalidated  ?  Can  you  impair  its 
force  bv  imo-ach'1,17  the  motives  of  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  for  it  ?  D">~s  it  follow,  that  a 
bad  becaufe  all  thofe  who  concur  in  it 
t  give  good  reaforts  for  their  votes  ?  Is  it 
notb-fore  us  ?  Muft  we  not  judge  of  it  by  its 
rinfic  merit  ?  Is  it  a  fair  argument,  addref- 
[  to  our  underftanding,  to  fay  we  muft  re- 
peal a  law,  even  a  good  o-.e,  if  the  enacting 


of  it  may  have  been  effected  in  any  degree  by 
improper  motives  ?  Or  is  the  judgment  of 
this  houfe  fo  feeble,  that  it  may  not  be  trttfted  ? 

Gentlemen  tell  us,  however,  that  the  law 
is  materially  defective,  nay  that  it  is  uncon- 
ftitutional.  What  follows  ?  Gentlemen  bid 
us  repeal  it.  But  is  th:s  i'.:ft  realpninfl(2  If 
the  law  be  only  defective',  vh.v  rot  :Airt;d  ? 
And  if  unconftitutional,  ■ '  v  •  .  '.  Vs  ti 
cafe  no  repeal  can  be  neceffary  ;  tmj  law 
is  in  itfelf  void  ;  it  is  a  mere  dead  letter. 

To  fhew  that  it  is  unconftitutiona!  a  parti- 
cular claufe  is  pointed  out,  and  an  inferrence 
is  made,  as  in  the  cafe  of  goods,  where  be- 
caufe there  is  one  contraband  arti(  le  on  board, 
the  whole  cargo  is  forfeited.  Admit  for  a 
moment,  that  the  part  alluded  to  were  uncon- 
ftitutional,  this  would  in  no  wife  affect  the 
remainder.  That  part  would  be  void,  or  i 
you  think  proper,  you  can  repeal  that  part. 

Let  us,  however,  examine  the  claufe  ob- 
jected to  on  the  ground  of  the  jconftitution. 
It  is  faid,  that  by  this  law  th*  district  judges 
in  Tennelfee  and  Kentucky,  are  removed  from 
office  by  making  them  circuit  judges.  And 
again,  that  you  have  by  law  appointed 
two  new  offices,  thofe  cf  circuit  judges,  and 
tilled  them  by  law,  inftead  of  purfuing  the 
modes  of  appointment  prefcribed  by  the  con- 
(tittition.  To  prove  all  this,  the  gentleman 
from  Virginia  did  us  the  favor  to  read  thefe 
parts  of  the  law  which  he  condemns,  and  if  I 
can  truft  to  my  memory,  it  is  clear  from  what 
he  read,  that  the  law  does  not  remove  thefe  dis- 
trict judges,  neither  does  it  appoint  them  to 
the  office  of  circuit  judges.  It  does  not  in- 
deed put  down  the  distrct  court  ;  but  is  fo 
far  from  deftroying  the  offices  of  diftrict  judge 
that  it  declares  the  perfons  tilling  tbose  ojjices, 
Hi  .ill  perform  the  duty  of  holding  the  circuit 
courts.  And  fo  far  is  it  from  appointing  cir- 
cuit judges,  that  it  declares  the  ciicuit  courts 
fhall  be  held  by  the  district  judges.  But 
gentlemen  contend,  that  to  discontinue  the 
diftrict  courts,  was  in  effect  to  remove  the  dif- 
trict judges.  '1  his  fir,  is  fo  f  r  from 
being  a  juft  inference  from  the  law,  that  the 
direct  contrary  follows  as  a  neceffary  refult  ; 
for  it  is  on  the  principle  that  thefe  judges  con- 
tinue in  office  after  their  courts  are  difconti- 
nued,  that  the  new  duty  of  holding  other 
courts  is  affigned  to  thein.  But  gentlemen 
fay  this  doctrine  militates  with  the  principles 
we  contend  for.  Surely  not.  It  muft  be  re- 
colltfded.  Gr,  that  we  have  rep'eatedly  admit- 
cl  jhe  rightof  the  legi/lature,  to  change,  al- 
ter, modify,  and  amend  the  judiciary  fyftem, 
fo  as  bell  to  promote  the  intereft  of  the  peo- 
ple. We  only  contend,  that  you  fhall  not 
exceed  or  contravene  the  authority  by  which 
you  act.  But,  fay  gentlemen  you  forced  this 
n-w  office  on  the  diftrict  judges,  and  this  is  in 
effect  a  new  appointment.  I  anfwer,  that  the 
queftion  can  only  a  rife  on  the  refufal  of  thofe 
judges  to  ad.  But  is  it  unconftitutioal  to  af- 
Ggn  new  duties  to  officers  already  exifting  ?  I 
fear  that  if  this  conftruction  be  adopted,our  la- 
bors will  fpeedily  end  ;  for  we  fliall  be  fo  lluck- 
led,  that  we  cannot  move.  What  is  the  prac- 
tice ?  Do  we  not  every  day  call  upon  particu- 
lar officers  to  perform  duties  not  previoufly 
affigned  to,  or  required  of  them?  And  mult 
the  executive  in  every  fuch  cafe  make  a  new 
appointment? 

But  as  a  further  reafon  to  reftore,  by  re- 
pealing this  law,  the  old  fyftem,  an  honorable 
member  from  North-Carolina  has  told  us  the 
judges  of  the  fupreme  court  ihould  attend  in 
the  ftates  to  acquire  a  competent  knowledge  of 
local  inftitutioi\s,  and  for  this  purpofe  fhould 
continue  to  ride  the  circuits.  I  believe  there- 
is  great  ufe  in  fending  young  men  to  travel  ; 
it  tends  to  enlarge  their  views,  and  give  them 
more  liberal  ideas  than  they  might  otherwife 
poffefs.  Nay,  if  they  refide  long  enough  in 
foreign  countries  they  may  become  acquainted 
with  the  manners  of  the  people,  and  acquire 
fome  knowledge  of  their  civil  inftituti'ons. 
But  I  am  not  quite  convinced  that  riding  ra- 
pidly from  one  end  of  this  country  to  the 
other  is  the  beft  way  to  ftudy  law.  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  knowledge  may  be 
more  convenient'y  acquired  in  the  clofet  than 
upon  the  high  road.  It  is,  moreover,  to  be 
prefumed  that  the  firft  magiftrate  would,. 

:         "  •"'•!-     -  , 

-.eft  charaders  different  parts  of  the  country, 
who  already  poffefs  the  needful  acquirements. 
But  admitting  that  the  Prefident  fhould  not  du- 
ly exercife  in  this  refpecthis  difcretionarv  pow- 
ers, and  admitting  that  the  ideas  of  the  gentle- 
men are  correct,  how  wretched  muft  be  our 
condition  !  Thefe,  our  judges,  when  called 
on  to  exercife  their  functions,  would  but  begin 
to  learn  their  trade,  and  that  too  at  a  periodof 
life  when  the  intellectual  powers  with  no  great 
facility  can  acquire  new  ideas.  vVe  muft, 
I  therefore,  have  a  double  fet  of  judges.  One 
fet  of  apprentice  judges  to  ride  circuits  and 
j)  learn  the  other  fet  of  mailer  judges  to  hold 
I  courts  and  decide  controverfies. 

We  are  told,  fir,  that  the  repeal  afked  for  is 
important,  in  that  it  may  efhblifh  'a  precedent, 
for  that  it  is  not  merely  a  queftion  on  the  pro- 
priety of  difbanding  a  corps  of  (ixteen  rank 
and  file  ;  but  that  provifion  may  hereafter  be 
made  not  for  fixteen,  but  for  fixteen  hundred 
orfixteen  thoufand  judges,  and  that  it  may 
become  neceffary  to  turn  them  to  the  right 
about.  «Mr.  Prefident,  I  will  not,  I  cannot 
prefume,  that  any  fuch  provifion  will  ever 
be  made,  and  therefore  I  cannot  conceive  any 
fuch  ncceffity  ;  I  will  not  fuppofc,  for  I  can- 
not fuppofc,  that  any  party  or  faction  will 
ever  do  any  thing  fo  wild,  fo  extravagant. 
But  I  will  afk,  how  does  this  ftrange  fuppofiti- 
on  confift  with  the  doctrine  of  gentlemen, 
that  public  opinion  is  a  fufficient  check  on  the 
legiflature,  and  a  fufficient  fafe-guard  to  the 
people.  Put  the  cafe  to  its  confequenccs,  and 
what  becomes  of  the  check?  Will  gentle- 


fay  it  is  to  be  fcund  in  the  force  of  this  wif© 
precedent?  Is  this  to  control  fuccecding  ru- 
lers in  their  wild,  .heir  mad  career  ?  Eut  how  ?  IB 
1:  the  creation  of  judicial  officers  the  onlv 
thing  committed  to  their  difcrcticn  ?  Have

But  away  with  ihefe  all  derogatory  fuppofi- 
tions.  The  legiflature  may  be'trufted.  rOur 
government  is  a  fyftem  cf  falutary  checks. 
One  legiflatiye  brain  h  is  a  check  on  the  other. 
And  fhould  the  violence  of  party  fpirit  bear 
both  cf  them  away,  the  Prefident,  an  officer 
high  in  honor,  high  in  the  public  confidence, 
charged  with  weich-.y  concerns,  rcfponfible 
to  his  own  recidatua,  and  to  the  vorld,  ftancls 
ready  to  arrcftthe.r  too  impetuous  ceurfe.  This 
is  our  fyffem.  It  makes  no  mad  appeal  to 
every  mob  in  the  a  untry.  It  appeals  to  the 
loberfenfe  ot  men  fticcied  from  their  fellow-' 

citizens  for  their  talents,  for  their  virtue  of 

men  in  advanced  life,  and  of  matured  judge- 
ment. It  appeals  to  their  ui.deiftar.ding,  to 
their  integrity,  to  rt,e:r  honor,  to  their  love  of 
fame,  to  their  fctfe  of  fhamc.  If  all  thefe 
cheeks  fhould  prove  infufficient,  and  alas  ! 
fuch  is  the  condition  of  human  nature,  that 
I  fear  they  v.  ill  not  always  be  fuflicitnt 
— the  cenftitutiru  has  given  us  one  more.  It 
has  given  us  an  independent  judiciary.  ,  We 
have  been  told,  that  the  executive  authority 
carries  your  laws  into  execution.  But  let  us 
not  be  the  dupes  of  found.  The  executive 
mag'.ftrate  commands  indeed  your  fleets  and 
armies  ;  and  duties,  imports,  excifes,  and  ill 
other  taxes  are  colkaed,  and  all  expenditures 
are  made  by  officers  whom  he  has  appointed. 
So  far  indeed  he  executes  your  laws.  But 
thefe  his  adts  apply  not  often  to  individual 


In  thofe  cafes  f 


important  to  the 


peace,  and  happinefs  of  fociety,  the  execution 
of  yourlaws  is  confided  to  your  judges.  And 
therefore  are  they  rendered  independent.  Be- 
fore then  that  you  violate  that  independence 
— Paufe — there  are  ftate  fevereignties,  as  well 
as  the  fovcrtignty  of  the  general  government 
—  There  arc  cafes— too  many  cafes—in  which 
thessntereft  ot  one  is  not  confidered  as  the  in- 
ter** of  the  other.  Should  thefe  conflict— if 
the  judiciary  be  gone,  the  queftion  is  no  Ion. 
ger  rf  law  but  of  force.  This  is  a  ftate  of 
thin  s  which  no  honeft  and  wife  man  can 
view  without  horror. 

riVpefe,  in  the  omnipotence  of  your  legis- 
lative authority,  you  trench  npon  the  rights 
of  your  fellow-citizens,  by  pafiing  an  uncon- 
fi'r-r,  1  law:  If  the  judiciary  d<  partment  pre- 
ferve  its  vigor  it  will  flop  you  fhort.  Inftead 
of  a  refort  to  arms  there  will  be  a  happier  ap- 
peal to  argum-nt.  Suppcfe  a  cafe  ftiH  more 
impreffive.  The  Prefident  is  at  the  head  of 
vour  armies.  Let  one  of  his  generals,  fluftied 
with  victory,  and  proud  in  command,  orefume 
to  trample  on  the  rights  of  your  moft'infigni- 
ficart  citiz-n.  Indignant  of  the  Wrong,  he 
will  demand  the  protection  of  your  tribunals, 
and  faff  in  the  fhadow  of  their  wings  will 
laugh  his  oppreffor  to  fcorn. 

Having  now,  I  believe,  examined  all  the 
arguments  adduced  to  fhew  the  expediency  of 
this  motion,  and  which  fairly  fitted  reduce 
thtmfelves  at  laft  to  theft;  two  things.  Re- 
ftore the  antient  fyftem,  and  fave  the  addition- 
al expence  :  Before,  I  clofe  what  I  have  to 
lay  on  this  grouud,  I  hope  I  (ball  be  pardoned 
for  faying  one  or  two  words  about  the  expence. 
I  hope  alio  that  aotwithftanding  the  epithets 
which  may  be  applied  to  my  arithmetic.  I 
fhall  be  paraoned  for  uiing  that  which  I  learnt 
at  fchool.  It  may  have  deceived  me  when  it 
taught  me  that  two  and  two  make  four.  But 
though  it  fhould  now  be  branded  with  oppro- 
brious terms,  I  muft  still  believe  that  two  and 

two  do  still  make  four  Gentlemen  of  newer 

theories,  and  of  higher  attainments,  while 
they  fmile  at  my  inferiority  mi: ft  bear  with 
m>  •ni:......     r»  and  take  me  as  I  am. 

In  all  this  great  Syftem  of  faving;  in  all  this  \ 
oftentatiousceconomy,this  rage  of  reform,  how 
happens  it  that  the  eagle  'eve  has  not  vet 
been  turned  to  the  Mint  ?  '  That  no  one 
piercing  glance  has  been  able  to  behold  the 
expenditures  of  that  department?  I  am  far 
from  wifhing  to  overturn  it.  Though  it  be 
not  of  great  neceffity,  nor  even  cf  fubftanti- 
al  importance,  though  it  be  but  a  fpknded 
rapping  of  your  government;  yet  as  it  may 
»y  impreffing  on  your  currey  coin  the  em- 
blems of  your  fovere.gnty,  have  fome  tenden- 
cy to  encourage  a  national  fpirit  and  to  foftcr 
the  national  pride ;  I  am  willing  to  contribute 
my  (hare  to  its  fupport.  Yes,  Sir,  I  would 
toiler  the  national  pride.  I  cannot  indeed 
approve  of  national  vanity,  nor  feed  it  with 
-.le  adulation.  But  I  would  gladly  cherifh. 
he  lofty  fentimentof  national  pride.  I  would 
*.(h  my  countrymen  to  feel  like  Romans,  to  be 
as  proud  as  Englifhmen,and going  ftill  farther, 
I  would  with  them  to  veil  their  oride  in  the 
■.veil  Bred  modsfe  of  French  pcl:tenefs.  But 
can  this  eftablfjhrrient,  the  mere  decorations  of 
your  political  edifice,  can  it  be  compared  with 
the  ma!Ty  columns  on  which  reft  your  peace 
and  fafety  ?  Shail  the  ftriking  of  a  few  half- 
pence be  put  into  a  parrallel  with  the  distributi- 
on of  juftice  ?  I  find,  fir,  from  the  eftimates 
on  your  table,  that  the  falaries  of  the  officeis 
of  your  mint  amount  to  10,600  dollars,  and 
that  the  cxpenccs  are  eftimated  at  10,9Q0  ma. 
king  21;i00  dollars.

BALTIMORE,  Much  3. 
CONFLAGRATION  of  the  CAPE. 

Arrived  on  Tuefday  evening,  capt.  Ro- 
gers, of  the  fchr.  Nelly,  from  Cape  Fran- 
cois,1 which  he  left  tlie  14th  February. 
The  news  by  captain  R.  is  moft  diftreiT- 
ing,  both''  on  account  of  the  American 
property  which  has  been  deftroyed  attHe 
Cape,  and  the  fceries  of  horror  and  blood- 
flied  which  have  and  will  take  place. 

It  appears  that  a  divifion  of  the  French 
fleet,  conlifting  of  fourteen  fail  of  (hips 
of  the  line  and  eleven  other  (hips  of  war, 
with  about  20,000  men,  arrived  off  the 
Cape  on  the  3d  of  February,  when  nego- 
ciations  were  entered  into  by  the  com- 
mandants on  each  fide,  as  to  the  terms 
on  which  the  one  party  were  to  be  per- 
mitted to  land,  and  the  tenure  on  which 
the  other  was  to  hold  their  liberty  and 
property.  During  thofe  negotiations,gen. 
Leclerc  refilled  to  recognize  any  iuch 
character  as  a  governor  in  the  ifiand, 
whofe  fancHon,  it  was  pretended  by  the 
blacks,  was  wanting  topermit  him  toland. 
This  impolitic  ftep  immediately  roufed 
the  fufpicions  of  the  aegVoes,  who  pe- 
remptorily forbade  him  to  land,  and  threa- 
tened, if  force  were  ufed,  to  repel  it  by 
force — to  fire  the  town  and  murder  the 
whites.  On  the  evening  of  the  follow- 
ing day,  one  of  the  {hips  hove  in  n^arfliore, 
and  was  fired  on  by  the  battery  with  red 
hot  (hot  ;  which  was  at  the  fame  time  the 
(ignal  for  the  conflagration  of  the  town, 
l  ire  and  faggots  lighted  up  the  flames  in 
many  parts  at  the  fame  time,  and  the 
place  during  the  night,  exhibited  a  fcene 
of  horror  Ik  deftruction  beyond  the  power 
of  defcription,  and  equalled  only  by  the 
dreadful  fate  it  experienced  in  the  year 
'92.  Many  maflacres-took place,  and  the 
brutal  favage  of  the  neg;  >es  fpared  nei- 
ther age  nor  fex,  not  of  their  own  color, 
except  Americans,  one  only  of  whom  (a 
young  man  from  Charleston)  was  ki;led. 
With  one  hand  the  black  daemons  of  (laugh- 
ter were  feen  holding  up  the  writhingin- 
fant:  and  hacking  off  its  limbs  with  the 
fword  in  the  other.
